Engagements have been made, with the proper sanction, up to the 31st Decem- 
ber 1836, for advances to the amount of 550,400 1., leaving now available for 
Loans only 117,150 1. 

The issues, up to the 31st December 1836, on account of these engagements 
amount to 404, *200 of which Exchequer Bills, to the amount of 103,150/., 
have been paid oif, at the expiration of the periods (three years) for which they 
were issued, leaving 301,050/. outstanding and due at various dates within the 
three years, commencing 1 st January 1837. 

Tlie repayments of principal, in reduction of the Loans made, may be expected 
to produce, within the same period, upwards of 100,000 /. ; thus creating further 
funds available for Loans betw’een 30,000 /. and 40,ooo/. per annum, for the 
three years ending 31st December 1839. 

These several resources may be sufficient to meet the ordinary demands from 
grand juries for county works, and for other objects on a small scale, but will be 
inadequate for great works, and in particular for any of the railway projects 
which are in contemplation, some of which at least, it is hoped, may be on 
a foundation worthy of such encouragement. 

By the Act of last session, providing the additional sum of 100,000/. for 
advances, some of the conditions required by the original Act for the promotion 
of Public "^^'orks have been relaxed and made more favourable, in many cases, 
to parties bonwing. 

With reference to the general utility of these Loans, we beg to draw attention 
to the evidence aiibrded by one particular case. 

In the observations annexed to the statement of Loans made by this Board will 
be found a remark on the practical good ejects which have resulted from the loan 
(No. 10 ), of 1,000 /. to the Ballvmurtagh Copper. Mine Company. It may, 
perhaps, be assumed, that, had this Fund not been available, an advance, on 
terms equally favourable, might have been obtained elsewhere ; that, however, is 
doubtful ; and, at all events, the Board have reason to know, that the verj' fact 
of Loans having been obtained from this Board has proved an inducement, in 
some cases, to English capitalists to invest money in such concerns, from tlie 
knowledge of the investigations that we are required to make, as to their utility, 
prospects and probable operation. 

The parties interested in certain Loans, amounting, in the whole, to 7,600/., 
have, for various reasons, not availed themselves of the assistance recommended and 
sanctioned, and in some instances have proceeded to the execution of the contem- 
plated projects upon private or other resources. Of this the most prominent 
instance is that of Colonol Conolly, 3i. p., in tlie case of the improvement of the 
harbour of Ballyshaunon, for which a loan of 5,000 /. Iiad been sanctioned by the 
proper authorities. The works have been undertaken and prosecuted chiefly, if 
not entirely, at the expense of that public-spirited individual, and, from the 
report of the engineers, it appears with very considerable effect, and leading to 
verv' satisfactorj' results. Obstructions to tlie navigation have been removed, 
and an increased depth of water has been obtained, bringing a larger clas.s of 
vessel into the trade of Ballyshamion, and enabling ail descriptions of craft 
engaged in the commerce ot tiiat ]jort to arriv'e at and depart from the quays 
sooner and later than was practicable in the former state of the bar : tbe ti’afiic 
is represented to have materially increased in consequence of these facilities and 
improvements ; and the works contemplated at the commencement having been 
executed to their full extent, further proceeding has been suspended until some 
experience shall have been had of the effects of the wind and sea upon what has 
been already accomplished, and a mature judgment may be formed as to the 
propriety dr e.xpediency of other works of improvement for which the harbour 
appears to afford ca]!)abiiities. 

The original Grant Fund of 50,000 /. may be said to be virtually exhausted, 
only 908/. Us. 7 c/. remaining disposalffej at -4he same time we are aware of 
various applications for objects deserving of support, in addition to those already 
before your Lordships, which will be made, should there be a renewal of this 
Fund.

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In cases of Grants the direct management of the operation is vested in this 
Board; and we have taken the opportnuity to endeavour to raise tlieXacte rf

It has been frequently remarked, and with perfect tmtli, that the labourer in 
most parts of the mtenor of Ireland shows a want of 00015 .; that he hasT ude 
and imperfect description of tools, and no sufficient knowledge of advanta-eoS

But it is not true, as is also sometimes asserted, that this want of enero'v arises 
from a natural defect of character, that inclines him like the sloth to labour 
to procure the most wretched diet, with which he is 

The result of the state of society in Ireland may lead a cmsorv observer to 
ha conclusion ; it too often happens that the peasant is reduced in drcumstSces 
to the extent of being burdened with a heavy debt in the shape of arrears for 
rent,, which cannot by possibility be paid from the profits of his small holdinn • 
the consequence is, that any extra exertion would be thrown awar =o &- as Ins 
mvn personal advantage is concerned, and therefore an inactivity arises which 
fi-om being veiy general will pervade portions of a similar class who may not be 
absolutely in the same destitute state. ^ 

But when roused by fair opportunities being laid before them and explained 
we find that those who can profit by them are perfectlv willing to do so the 
eammgs o laboiirere at low prices of task-work frequently being double those of 
the day labourer at the usual wages ; nor can we by any means doubt that by a 
more general introduction of such opportunities tlie Irish labourers will become 
ully equal to the same class in England, and for the same remuneration will do 
the same quantity of work ; we deem it however bad policy to put them off 
with inferior remuneration. We see no reason why labour is to be necessarily 
cheap in Ireland ; that is, more so than the proportional fair value of provisions 
01 rent, &c. will reasonably admit; nor do we believe that it is so in fact to so 
great a degree as would appear; the habit of giving low wages leads to inferior 
exertions, and to hut little efforts being made to improve in system; the labourer 
is degraded, while the employer himself obtains very little advantage. 

We have with these views, and to give a trial to different modes of proceeding 
m some instances formed establishments and can-ied on the works by day labour 
and small contracts ; the result has been to create in such cases, we believe, some 
de^-ee of increased expense, but it has led to more satisfaction to the workmen 
and to improve their condition, as well as their moral feeling with remard to em- 
ployment, aiid^ to a much better understanding of improved mechamcal means 
ana their application. 

It has not, however, been thoug-ht right at once to introduce higli rates of wao-es 
nrst, because the workmen could not then immediately be in a state to earn th °m ; 
and, secondly, because a sudden extensive innovation of the kind would derano-e 
all the ordinary proceedings in the country. °

IIL— INLAND NAVIGATION. 

CoMPnr.HENDiNG the Tyrone, a small branch canal communication from a coal 
district to Lough Neagh. 

The Maig, an off-branch from the Lower Shannon. 

The Upper Shannon, Lough Ree, and Lough Dergh. 

And the Boyne, from Slane to Drogheda. 

The two former are very small, occasioning but little expense, and producing 
less income. 

The T^Tone navigation, however, is of some interest to tlie country, and the 
Maig is limited to a cut and a swivel bridge for the Government road which 
crosses it. 

The Upper Shannon is simply maintained in a passable state ; its general 
improvement, which is much wanted, vrill be eventually proceeded with, it is 
hoped, under the operations of the Commission for the whole of that river, 
organized under the provisions of the 5 Sc 6 ^Till. 4, c. 67. 

Tlie works on tlie Boyne Narigation, consisting of details of improvement to 
the working parts, have been continued during the year ; the canals have been 
cleansed throughout of the mud which had accumulated therein, and brought to 
a proper navigable depth ; the weirs liave been reformed and substantially re- 
paired as well as the locks, in which stone sills and pavement have been sub- 
stituted for the former decayed and perishable wooden sills and floors ; new lock- 
gates ■ttith improved machinery have been set up where required, and in other 
cases the gates have received a thorough repair; a guard lock has been erected 
on one of the levels, to regulate the water in time of flood, in place of a check- 
gate of obsolete design, which in high water occasioned frequent delay and 
inconvenience; the trackways and retaining walls also have been repaired, raised 
and strengthened. The cost of these Works has been defrayed from funds which 
will be repaid by the tolls. 



IV.—FISHERIES. 

A Commission has been investigating the state of the Fisheries of Ireland, 
during the whole of the last year. 

They have drawn up a Report, accompanied by a variety of Evidence and 
documents connected with this interesting subject ; the printing of the latter, 
however, was not quite completed up to the period of this Repoit. 

Our functions as a Fishery Board are nearly inoperative, the existing Acts of 
Parliament being inapplicable to their being exercised with much degree of 
utility ; and except in three cases, where we have interfered at tlie request of the 
parties interested, to frame regulations respecting trammel fishing, we have not 
exercised the powers that appear to be vested in us. 

Bealadangan. 

In a former Report (that for the year 1833) we alluded to works of improve- 
ment which might be accomplished at comparatively small expense, but which 
in their effects would be of great importance to the Fishery and Coasting Trade ; 
the west of Ireland particularly abounds in situations of this description. On 
that occasion we dwelt at some length upon the hardships, inconvenience and 
risk attendant upon navigating the Pass of Bealadangan in the county of Galway, 
the only means of communication, without encountering the Western Ocean, for 
boats from the remote parts of Galway Bay, between the islands of Garomna, 
Litterinore, kc. and the main laud, and which could then only be passed for a 
short time at and near high-water. 

Towar d 
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Towards the close of the year 1835, having reason to believe that a small 
fund at the disposal of the drovernment for the relief of distress in the west of 
Ireland was not quite exhausted, we recommended to the Lord Lieutenant the 
opening of the Pass of Bealadangan as a work which would gi’eatiy tend to the 
benefit and relief of a poor class of men, be the means of saving lives and pro- 
perty, and add security to a prolific source of industry. His Excellency was 
pleased readily to adopt the suggestion, and caused the sum of 700 1. to be 
advanced to us, to be applied in tlie execution of the work. 

We have now the satisfaction to report that during the last season this object 
was undertaken and carried into successful and complete effect : tlie rocks which 
stood in the sailing course have been removed, and in consequence, the navigation, 
instead of the impediment to which it was formerly subject, to the extent of being 
dangerous at all times, is now clear from lialf-flood to half-ebb, or at least for 
such periods of every tide (easily ascertained) as are suited to the draft of water 
of the vessels which make use of it ; a quaj’’ has been formed which has already 
been attended with very beneficial effects in facilitating the. transactions of busi- 
ness. The small boats of the countiy, when not engaged in fishing, are employed 
in biinging turf and sea-weed (for which tlieve is a great demand at, and in the 
neighbourhood of Galway) to this quay, to which the hookers aud larger vessels 
resort to purchase and take in their cargoes, instead of proceeding to more 
remote places for their collection, thus dividing the labour and the trade, and 
working upon a regular principle. 

In addition to the great improvement which has been eflected in the navigation, 
a very important advantage has been obtained for the inliabitants of the islands, 
about 3,000 in number, by the construction of a regular paved roadway across the 
Lower Pass. Hitherto, from the nigged inequality of the sharp pointed rocks, 
with intervening holes of unequal depth, the difficulty of using this their only 
crossing place was great and attended w'itli much danger, as well to human beings 
as to the sheep and cattle, which can now be driven with ease and safety to tlie 
fairs and markets held at tlie neighbouring towns on tlie main land. 

The principal part of the improvement has been effected by blasting rocks 
with gunpowder, and it is highly gratifying to be enaliled to state that we have 
not to lament the occurrence of a single accident during its progress. 

The cost of this work has not amounted to quite 500/.* but it will be ‘See Supplement 
necessary to erect beacons to point out the sailing channel, which is somewhat 1>* 4°- 

indirect, to the purchase and setting up of which the balance of the fund will be 
applied. 

We are bound to acknowledge the valuable assistance and cordial co-operation 
afforded to us by the Coast Guard Department, in opening the Bealadangan Pass, 
without which it would have been more costly and embarrassing, as it would 
have been very difficult to carry on the work in a district so remote, and not 
easily accessible by ordinary means ; here as well as in other situations where 
work has been set on foot, with the view of relieving distress, the local onicers 
of the Preventive Coast Guard have given a most efficient aid with zeal and 
alacrity. 

We have dwelt upon this subject at gi'eatcr length than tlie limited extent of 
the work may perhaps be considered to justify ; but it serves to illustrate^ how 
M'^orks of this kind, affording not merely a present local benefit, but effecting a 
valuable permanent improvement, combined with the opening of road communi- 
cations in wild and uncultivated districts, are objects upon which the labour of the 
people can be sometimes applied with very great advantage in tliose parts of the 
country in wliich famine and distress are matters of such frequent occurrence. 

The Plans marked 1 & 2 in the Appendix particularly show the improvements 
which have been made at Bealadangan. 

In the course of the last summer distress to a very considerable extent prevailed 
in pai-t of the county of Donegal, particularly in the neighbourhood of the sea 
coast on the north-west shore. His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant vas piea&e 
to appropriate a sura of money to the purchase of meal and potatoes to be applied 
to the relief of the inhabitants, by paying them in pro%dsion9 for their labour, 
applied to the construction of short branch roads in that wild unculti\ate is- 
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^ See Supplemental trict. At the instance of Goveniraent we * sent gentlemen from this department 
Account, pp. 41. with two experienced overseers, to layout and superintend the works in question^ 
in conducting which seiwice they liad the advantage of the assistance of the 
ofEcers and men of the Preventive Coast Guard in the neighbourhood of their 
respective stations. 

Tlie operations were necessarily confined to earth work of an easy character, 
* such as draining and forming, and the result was ’ 

The making of new roads - . - _ 2,021 perches. 

And repairing’ of old roads - . - . 2,210 — 



4,231 perches. 

Or upwards of 13 statute miles ; which objects (not including the pay of super- 
intendent and overseers) were effected by the dispensation of about 47 tons of 
meal, the computed value of which was something under 630 Z. ; and relief was 
thereby afforded (including gratuitous assistance to the sick, helpless and infirm) 
to nearly 40.000 persons. Besides the expenditure and employment effected 
tlirough the immediate agency of tliis department, relief was afso afforded by 
Government in the same quarter through the instrumentality of other Govern- 
ment Departments. 



KOADS AND BRIDGES. 

The Government Roads (that is, tho.se which have been made wholly or in 
part at the puljlic e.xpense, under variou.s Acts of Parliament) continue to 
increase in number by tlie working of the Small Grant Fund, which is almost 
entirely expended in that particular kind of work. 

riiey are maintained by this Board ; and tlie expense is subsequently repaid 
by the counties. o have every reason to believe that they conduce to a very 
great benefit to the country, as we have before reported, as well by their first 
construction as by this system of maintenance. 

The temporary Post-road Act (4 & 3 AVill. ' 4, c. 91), empowering the Post- 
master-general to require this Board to repair any roads on which the mails 
travel, which shall be in a state to delay or impede that service, expired at the 
end of the last session ; but its provisions were renewed and made permanent in 
the amended Grand Jury Act {G Will. 4 , c. 116). 

A great deal of detailed road- work is executed under that authority throuo-h 
the agency of tbe county sun-evom. Tiie resource has been particularly useful 
when, by accident or informality, provision has not been made for tlie mainte- 
nance of important communications in ilie usual mode. 



M.~ THE PUBLIC DUILDING.S IN DUBLIN AND PHCENIX PARK. 

PROonESs has been TRarfe towards bringing file apartments at Dublin Castle, 
and the furniture thereof, into an improved and suitable condition ; some enpense 
ha= been incurred m adapting offices in tlie Treasuiy Buildings to the use of the new 
constabulary and otiier branches of service which have required official accommo- 
dation there. A new cava ry guard-house has been erected in the lower Castle- 
vard, winch was very much required, and forms part of a plan of improvement 
the remainder of which is included m the estimate for the next year! An old 
screen-wah with some low buildings, have been removed from the back of the 
Lastie and a new wall erected instead, corresponding, in architectural character, 
With tJie tower, «c., afljoiimig. - ^ c , 

* CcAu-t are in an advanced state, and are expected 

to be fully completed early m tue summer. The nature of tliese additions is 
sfiown on a plan aime.xed to our. last Report. 

We 
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We are about to erect new Offices for the Masters in Chancery, and a Court for 
the Judge m cases of Bankruptcy. In these m.atters we act in concert with the 
Honourable Society of Benchers of tlie King’s Inns, who are best able to iudo-e of 
the nature and extent of accommodation required. “ 



VII.— DUNMORE HARBOUR, 

CoNsiDim.tBLE progress has been made, during the last year, in the reformation 
of the sea-pavement, which has been carried to within about 100 feet of the head 
of the Pier ; but the most exposed, and consequently the most difficult part 
remains to be done; and as only a limited number of workmen can be emp’loVed 
upon it, its progress will necessarily be slow. ^ 

The balance remaining unexpended of the funds provided for this service 
amounts to 5,200 I., which, it is e.xpected, will be sufficient for completing the 
work as originally proposed. ® 



\TIL— KINGSTOWN HARBOUR. 

™ Appendix will show the continued utility of this Harbour 
chiefly lor vessels wind-bound, waiting for tide, or taking shelter in temoestuous 
w^eather, r 

A populous neighbourhood is rapidly accumulating round it; for the supply of 
winch the Port must become, by degrees, of much more extended commercial 
resort than it has been hitherto, which will still further add to the advantages of 
its construction. ® 

Working drawings -for finishing the Pier-heads are under the consideration of 
the same contractors who execute the other Harbour Works ; and if an agree- 
ment which we shall consider reasonable can be made with them, that important 
operation will be commenced in the spring. ^ 

A portion of the shore within the Piers, which it was very desirable should 
belong to the Harbour, was occupied by a battery, rendered unnecessary for 
defence. This has been purchased from the Board of Ordnance; and also some 
small plots of ground required for quarrying and other purposes. 

Since our last Report a new Act of Parliament, 6 & 7 'Will. 4, c. 117, has been 
passed, vesting this Harbour permanently in Commissioners to be appointed by 
the Lord Lieutenant, antliorizing the making of bye-laws and regulations that 
have been greatly wanted since the Port has been so much frequented, and the 
application to the Harbour purposes of the tolls and dues (heretofore paid to the 
Ballast Board of Dublin and othei-s), which it jvas considered might be reasonably 
collected for the accommodation afforded. 



IX.— HOWTH H.UIBOUJI. 

Since our last annual Report, Howtii Harbour, and the road from it to Dublin, 
has been given over by the Woods and Forests department to the cliarge of this 
Board. 

The gradual accumulation of saud towai’ds the mouth of the Harbour, and the 
removal of the Holyhead packets, for that and other considerations, have rendered 
it inexpedient to continue to incur any heavy expenditure for its maintenance. 
The resident establishment has been broken up ; and the object now is merely to 
prevent dilapidation, and to apply such repairs as, at a small cost, may prevent 
the accelerated ruin which would take place, were it entirely neglected : it is still 
valuable as a place of great resort 'for fishing vessels, which, at certain seasons of 
tlie year, frequent it in considerable numbers.

X.— LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

We last year stated that we were about to propose the heads of a Bill to 
aiuend and modify the Act of the 2d Geo. 4, c. 33, so as to admit of an extension 
of accommodation, and of other useful alterations suggested by experience ; but 
as it appeared, from the Report of the Commissioners of Poor Inquiry, that all 
Asylums and Charitable Establishments are proposed to be consolidated under 
the Poor Law Commissioners, we ha%’e not followed up the subject, assuming 
that such matters of detail will be duly considered in framing the enactments 
under which the system of poor law’s is to be worked.
